SERIOUS OUTBREAK IN 
NORTHERN PORTUGAL 


Minister of Public Works Riddled 
With Bullets—-Men, Women and 
Children Killed—Grave Hoyalist 
Upheaval Feared, 


London, Feb. 22—A_ private cable 
despatch, dated Feb, 16, delayed in 
transmission, reached London this 


morning to the effect that there has 
been a serious outbreak of royalism 
at Guards, in Northern Portugal, a 
fortified garrison town 209 miles 
northeast of Lisbon, where General 
Franco, military governor of the 
northern provinces, is in command, 
According to this cable despatch, the 
minister of public works, who has 
been visiting Beira province, on reach. 
ing Guards, went to the barracks and 
addressed the people from the roof 
The crowd at once fired upon him 
and the minister fell to the ground, 
riddied with bullets. A monarchist 
uprising ensued. There was much 
indiscriminate firing, and men, wo- 
and children were killed, The 
al! closed, The message 
adds that quiet was afterwards re- 
stored The situation is reported to 
he critical, and it is feared that there 


will be a grave reyalist upheaval,

Reference to the Bank act showed 
that to give fraudulent or undue pre- 
ference to any creditor was an in- 
dictable offence, rendering a bank of-

BOULLION STRONGLY- URGES 
REJECTION OF PROPOSALS OF 


EDMONTON HEAT AND POWER CO, 


Just previous to the dismissal of Commissioner Bouillon at 
last night's council meeting a report was submitted by him 
strongly urging the rejection of the proposition of the Zdmonton 
Heat and Power Co., in which & number of local businers men 
are interested, The report was not read, but on the suggestion of 
Mayor Armstrong Was held over for consideration at the next 
meeting. When the suggestion was made by the mayor that owing 
to the Inability of the parties interested to be present, the matter 
might well be held over, M. W. Eagar, who is acting for the 
company, rose and called attention to the fact that he was sre- 
sent and that therefore there was no serious objection to taking 
up the matter at that time. The mayor suggested that as 
Chas. May was not present it might) be desirable to hold the mat- 
ter over, and Mr. Eager assented. This report war as follows: 


“To the Honorable, the City Council, 
City of Edmonton, Alberta 
Subject: Proposition from the Edmonton Heat and Power 
Company, Limited, to sell to the City of Edmonton 
a power plant. 
“1. At the meeting of the public works committee ef your 
council and the commissioners, held on the 16th inst., in confer- 


ence with Mr, Charles May, Mr. Martin W. Kager, and Mr. 
Hargrave, of Gorman, Clancey and Grindley, representing the 
interests of the Edmonton Heat and Power Company, Ltd., the 


abeve mentioned subject was discussed, and the company’s re- 
}tesentatives submitted verbally a proposition to sejl a certain 
profected hydro-electric power system to the City of Edmonton 
for three million ($3,000,000) Dollars, 

Was Considerable Discussion, 

“2. Considerable discussion of the proposition took place, 
and the conference ended with a request by the mayor, and a 
promise by Mr. Eager, to submit the proposition in writing. The 
written proposal was received on the i7th inst., addressed to the 
mayor and commissioners, was read at the commissioners’ meet- 
ing that day, and referred by them to me for report. I forward 
the said proposal herewith, submitting for your consideration a 
dissection of it with analysis, 

“8. The paid proposition starts as follows, quoting from the 
letter, viz.; 

‘For the sum of $3,000,690.0¢ the company will con- 

‘struck a hydro-electric plant at Rocky Rapids with a 

‘double transmission line to a substation at any point in 

‘the city, fully equipped and genereting 20,000 horse 

‘power.’ 

Commenting on this IT would state my opinion that the price 
siipulated is ample for the purpose. 

Character of Machinery, 

“4. Reading further the pr opositior states, viz.: 

‘The best and most modern machinery and plant to 

‘be installed, and the city to hive the right to place an 

‘inspecting engineer on the work at the company’s ex- 

‘pense.’ 


The meeting of the minds of the parties to a contract em- 
bodying this part of the proposition wceuld certainly hinge upon 
their respective understandings of what might be the best and 


nust modern machinery and plant, and in criticism of the right 
cffered to place an inspecting engineer on the work, I would say 
that the value of such right would be entirely contingent upon 
What dutica would be admitted and pewers conceded for the en- 
gipeer by the company. 

“5. Quoting furthor from the letter, viz.: 


‘To reach a final agreeme nt on the above basis the 
‘company is prepared to prove conclusively to the city 
‘that they. have tho right and can fulfil the agreement 
‘above referred to, and with this end in view will sub- 
‘mit to the mayor and commissi¢rers all reports, plans, 
‘details and other data which will be necessary to satis- 
‘fy the city that their representations are correct.’ 
Before the city should undertake to purchase or have 

structed a power plant such as here proposed, it is to be pre- 
sumed that we would assure ourselves that such a plant would 
be satisfactory to the city, but anaiysis of the above quoted lan- 
guage shows that the company speaks of a plant they have 
conceived themselves ,for their own ends, and they simply offer 
to explain to us what this is going to be, provided we first obli- 
gute ourselves to pay them their rice as. further explained

Mere Orna mentation, 

“6. I would not question the feasibility to fulfil such an 
agreement as referred to for the price named, and T see no rea- 
son to doubt the correctness of th» representations made; there- 
fore the offer to submit reports, etc, is considered mere orna- 
mentation to the proposition, This is readily apparent from the 
further contents of Mr. Eagar’s letter, which I quote as follows, 
Nig: 

‘Provided that the city wit enter Into a preliminary 
‘agreement with the company to the effect that they will 
‘purchase the completed Works as above set out if the 
‘eompany show that théy ¢@m fulfii. their agreement in 
‘every respect.’ 

It seems to me that the company's Object Ia fully disclosed by 
this proviso; the olm is to commit tlie city to an agreement to 
purchase a plant as yet only conéeived, of a stated capacity of 
20,000 horse power, the machinery and plant to be the best and 
mest modern according to the company’s ufiderstanding of these 
terms, the price to be $3,000,000.00, and the city is to know no 
more about what they want it to buy until they have the city 
moperly and legally bound. 

Position Would Be Wenk, 

“7. It is my judyment that if we should enter into such an 
agreement our position would be exceedingly weak as compared 
to the company’s. Their proposal is briefly told, but its mean- 
ing is plain; a so-called preliminary agreement to thts proposition 
the part of the city would be valuable collateral for the com- 
pany’a promotion, and with such they would certainly be masters 
of the situation, with the city bound to pay them $3,000,000, 
they to furnish a plant. There is nothing indeterminate about 
the price, but there is much left out about the plant; there are 
numerous types of plant and many ways to carry out such an 
undertaking as proposed by the company. 

“8. Why should the company hesitate to show us the foods 
when asking us to buy? Is it that they think the make-up of 
the plant should be of no interest to us at a price of three mil- 
lion dollars? Or might there be some question as to equitable 
value for the price asked?

inarily agree to purchase, without seeing 

be in my judgment. out of the bounds of all reason, 
and even common sense, and without prejudice, and 
far from having any intent to cast reflectien upon the nature 


of the proposition, or the mén sSubmiiting it, I must say that there 
is nothing perceivable about them that would warrant one in 
str:cusly entertaining such a proposition, or that would exempt 
them from the ordinary scrutiny usually given business matters, 
unless it be deemed that the magnitude of the price, and confid- 
ence in the men would justify the hasty action contemplated by 
the proposition; but in business the price does not acquire such 
unapproachable dignity with size, neither is confidence in men 
negotiable without tangible collateral. 
No Security Offered. 

“10. Nothing is offered to us in this propasition 
that we will get a plant worth three million dollars, or any other 
amount ,and we are not in thethabit of entering into transac- 
tions of even the smallest size Without knowing What we are 
doing. In business we should know where We want to go before 
proceeding on our way; good business methods do not admit 
things for granted; they must be shown.
